Tumbling Into Debt 
‘Head-Over-Heels 


A man went into a small loan 
company the other day and got 
a $180 loan. Seems he wanted to r 
buy a new TV set, had $50, and 
needed the balance. “How much 
will it cost?” asked the borrower. 
“Six per cent,” said the lendeg, 


\.“to be paid back in monthly in- 


stallments of $15.90.” 

The loan was negotiated’ as 
thousands of similar loans are, 
and the borrower went away 
happy. What he didn’t realize 
was that since he would have 
the use of the full $180,for only 

month the real interest wouldn’t 
be 6 per cent, it would total/up 
to over 11 per cent. 

A newly married couple went 
into the finance company to ar- 
range a mortgage on their dream 
house. The pleasant fellow behind 
the counter said yes, they could 
have the mortgage — the rates 
were.6 per cent for $10,000 over 
20 years. “I thought interest rates 
were nearer 4 per cent,” said 
the young man, He was embar- 
rassed, for this was his first big 
loan, but he was determined, too, 
The pleasant man behind the 


counter explained rates have 
gone up — “tight money,” you 
know. ° ’ 


The young man did some figur- 
ing. Four per \cent interest on 
$10,000 fot 20 years would add 
$4,500 to the total cost of their 
dream house. That seemed high - 
enough, but 6 per cent would 
bring it closer to $7,000. This par- 
ticular couple decided to rent, 
writes Richard L. Strout in the 
Christian Science Monitor. 

Let’s take a third illustration: 
The easy-going Smiths suddenly 
discovered after Christmas they 
were hocked right up to their 
necks in installment debts and 
needed a quick loan to tide them 
over. Smith got credit from a 
loan company and borrowed 
$200. “The interest?” asked Mrs. 
Smith, “Not bad — 3 per cent!” 
Smith answered. What he didn’ 
say — if he understood it — was 
that his state has no antiusury 
law and he was paying 3 per cent 
interest a month, in other words 
36 per cent a year. 

The American public is tumbl- 
ing into debt head over heels. 
Most automobiles are so financed 
and most buyers seem to have 
only vague notions of ‘the in- 
terest. The transaction is “$76.50 
a month and the old car,” or 
something like that.

Keeping Flowers 
In Bloom Longer

Gift. plants such as poinsettia, 
cyclamen and chrysanthemums 
flower brilliantly but briefly. 
Given care, however, the bright 
blooms will outlast the holiday 
season. According to G. R. Sny- 
der, of C-I-L’s Agricultural 
Chemicals, they can be coaxed 
in flower for about 
eight weeks. 

The large scarlet or white leaf- 
jike bracts — that’s what the 
botanist calls them — of the 
poinsettia will cheer your living 
room for some time if you pay 
attention to its needs. You must 


give the plant good light and a. 


temperature of about 65 degrees 
Fahrenheit. The soil in the pot 
should be kept. moderately 
moist. If the roots become dry or 
it is subject to drafts the bot- 
tom leaves will turn yellow or 
fall off. 

Cyclamen does best in a 
slightly cooler location. The tem- 
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perature should be from 55 te 
60 degrees F., and the plant kept 
well watered. Don’t be alarmed 
if the tuber appears above the 
soil. This prevents the leaf and 
flower stems from rotting. 

Both these plants require am- 
ple feeding. Usually they come 
well fertilized. from the ftorist’s. 
Howevea;- in .addition, a, dilute 
‘solution of water — soluble plant 
food may be given them every 
three or four weeks. 

Chrysanthemums forced in the 
greenhouse for gift plants are not 


- as hardy as the outdoor ones that 


flower in the fall. They need lit- 
tle attention, but usually only 
“last about four weeks.

Counting his gain there and 
checking the account, the newly 
“ordained” Holy Man suddenly 
called to the auctioneer: 

“You have taken money for 
selling the beasts. Do you not 
know that those were my fath- 
er’s beasts and.my father was 
a Holy Man?”

Russia Loaded With 
Hidden Wealth 


The work of a large group of 
Soviet geologists, who assisted 
by some 300,000 volunteer help- 
ers, have surveyed the countm 
from the Pacific to the Carpa- 
thian mountains and from the 
Arctic to the Caspian Sea has 
opened new and glittering vistas 
for the Soviet Union's economic 
future, 


More than one-tenth of the 
personnel — close to 40,000 — 
were trained geologists. Of the 
remainder, the majority were 
young people for whom the 
prospect of turning geology into 
a patriotic endeavor spelled ad- 
venture and romance. In East 
Siberia’s province of Irkutsk for 
instance, more than 10,000 peo- 
ple offered their help. 


Popular enthusiasm for ge- 


ology is one of the reasons for . 


the surprising suécess of Soviet 
geological exploration. Other 
reasons are the vast untapped 
natural riches’ of a still largely 
unexplored country, the sub- 
stantial sums which the Soviet 
state allocates to geology, and 
the scale of geological survey- 
ing. 
Last year’s results were sum- 
med up by Minister of Geology 
Pyotr Y. Antropov in Izvestia. 


“Although. only part of our oil 
reserve has been’ discovered,” 
wrote Mr. Antropov, “it now ap- 
pears that our Central Asian re- 
publics alone have oil deposits 
of the same order as the coun- 
tries of the Middle East.” 


Oil, which the Soviets need 
not merely for fuel; but more 
and more for their petroleum- 
based industrial chemistry and 
for export, is only one of the 
minerals which last year’s sur- 


veys have ascertained in new 
locations. 
Other discoveries were hot 


carbonaceous mineral springs in 
the vicinity of the Central Asian 
metropolis of Tashkent, which 
already are being used for urban 
heating purposes and are ex- 
pected to save some 40,000 car- 
loads of coal a year, writes Paul 
Wohl in The Christian Science 


Monitor, 


Large new deposits of natural 
gas, iron ore, and nonferrous 
ores also have been found. Es- 
pecially “interesting” are said to 
be new lead deposits 
Krasnoyarsk province of West 
Siberia, new oil fields in West 
Kazakhstan, and rich gold veins, 
in the Chukchi National Okrug 
which occupies the littlesknown 
territory between the Autono- 
mous Yakut Republic—hitherto 
the principal gold producer of 
the U.S.S.R. — Kamchatka and 
the Bering Straits. 

One party of geologists dis- 
covered a large outcropping of 
diamonds near the Anabar River 
in the northwestern corner of 
Yakutia. This was the second 


_. major discovery of diamonds in 


this part of the U.S.S.R. Earlier 
discoveries, about 500 miles fur- 
ther east, were claimed to equal 
the diamond riches of South 
Africa. 


Most important from the point 
of viewe of transport economy 
was the confirmation of large 
oil fields and deposits of natural 
gas in West Siberia and in the 
Yakut Republic. Siberia hither- 
to lacked oil. Once these new 
reserves are exploited, Siberia 
will no longer depend upon oil 
shipments from west. of the 
Urals—a distance of more than 
2,000 miles. This would be espe- 
cially valuable for East Siberia 
which is practically beyond the 
reach of the rapidly advancing 
pipeline across the Urals. 

Once the necessary oil and gas 
pipes have been laid, Yakut oil 
also could supply the Soviet Un- 
ion’s strategic ports and. indus- 
tries on the Pacific, which pres- 
ently depend on the inadequate 
oil yield of Sakhalin and have to 
be supplied by tankers from 
Black Sea ports over one of the 
world’s longest shipping routes. *

Has The Moon 
A Solid Core? 


During the moments before 
Russia’s cosmic rocket hit the 
moon, the radio aboard sent back 
a burst of valuable information 
about the nature of the earth’s 
natural satellite. The most impor- 
tant bit of data: No magnetic 
field had been detected in the vi- 
cinity of the moon’s face, at least 
within the limits of the rocket’s 
sensitivity. By 


This report confirmed the view 
held by most scientists that the 
moon has a solid core. A liquid 
core, such as the one at the center 
of the earth, tends to act like a 
dynamo and creates a. magnetic 
field. 


In the current issue of Physical 


Review . Letters, however, a 
woman physicist offers a word of 
caution. Particle radiation thrown 
off by the sun, writes Marcia 
Neugebauer of Cal Tech’s Jet 
Propulsion Lab, creates a “solar 
wind” as it drives at high energies 
down onthe face of the moon. 
This wind of electrically charg- 
ed particles would tend “to cre- 
ate its own field, canceling out 
any magnetic field that might 
exist except for a very thin 
layer, too close to the moon’s 
sunny side to be detected by a 
fast-moving impacting rocket. 

» According to: Mrs. Neugebauer, 
no one should draw any conclu- 
sions about a lunar magnetic 
field until someone sends a rock- 
et to the dark surface of the 
moon, where the sun’s radiation 
would have no effect.

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We are buying eggs now in- 
stead of selling them as we were 
a few years ago. Even so I 
would much rather eggs were 
sixty cents a dozen than. forty, 
which is what we are paying at 
the present time. At sixty cents 
a farmer has a certain margin 
of profit but at forty he has 
mone. Even at sixty cents it 
should be remembered the only 
time a farmer gets top retail 
price for his eggs is when he 
is selling to privae customers, 
going from door to door with 
his produce. But for every far- 
mer who has his own route there 
are scores whose only market 
is to wholesale shippers. Collec- 
tors pick up the eggs ungraded, 
returning 
with a cheque and a grading slip 
showing the eggs have been can- 
dled and graded according to 
quality and size. The charge for 
this is four to five cents a dozen, 
irrespective of the wholesale and 
retail selling price. Naturally if 
the price is low — say twenty- 
five cents to the farmer — the 
charge of five cents a dozen for 
grading is more noticeable than 
if the price is fifty cents. And 
the farmer is entirely at the 
mercy of the grader. If he is 
honest, well and good. If he is 
not, the farmer has no proof that, 
his eggs should have been given 
a higher grade and consequently 
a better price. Even Gordon Sin- 
clair is concerned over the pre- 
sent low price of eggs to the far- 
mer and quoted one farmer's 
wife who shipped a large quan- 
tity of eggs and received an 
average of 184% cents a dozen.

were farming we were down to 
five or six head of cattle in- 
cluding two milk cows. One of 
our grade cows had trouble caly- 
ing and our subsequent veterin- 
ary bill was $64, or about half 
the value of the cow. But you 
know how it is, if an animal 
gets sick, whether she’s a grade 
or registered beast, doesn’t make 
any difference. A farmer can’t

and he certainly can’t afford to 
lose her.

So, those who have 
to buy farm produce, shouldn't 
be too happy when the price of 
eggs drops far below normal. A 
reduced farm income naturally 
results in less purchasing power.

How Kimbericy 
Gets Its Diamonds 


The Rand is the basis of South 
African power and prosperity, 
but Kimberley is the basis of the 
Rand, for its, diamonds financed 
the great gold magnates, bolster- 
ed the ebullience of Rhodes and 


his peers, and enticed the first © 


vivacious flood of adventurers 
and fortune hunters to South 
Africa. They find diamonds in 
many other places, too. ,They 
even manufacture them nowa- 
days. The Cullnan, greatest of 
them all, was discovered in the 
Transvaal. In South-West Africa 
they pick them up in handfuls 
from the beach. In Tanganyika 
they guard the deposits with 
radar mechanisms. But Kimber- 
ley is the most famous, the most 
suggestive of all diamond cities, 
and to the world at-large its 
name remains more or less syn- 
onymous with the allure of pre- 
cious stones. . 


A plateau of bleak no-man’s- 
Jand surrounds your mine at 
Kimberley. ... Within its fences 
the whole process of diamond 
production is conducted. There 
are the mine-shafts (for it is 
underground mining nowadays, 
down the deep diamondiferous 
pipes); and there are the big 
crushers which pound the rock 
when it comes to the surface (so 
hard are the diamonds that they 
are hardly ever broken in this 
brutal process); and there are the 
littlé trains which, clanking 
mildly, bring the crushed rock 
to the washing plants; and there 
is the series. of pots and pans 
and weirs and screens that re- 
duce the crushed, washed, sort- 
ed rock to the smallest concen- 
trates. 


Finally they extract the dia- 
monds. In a long unpretentious 
room, not unlike a printing shop, 
there stand a series of machines 
like linotypes. Five or six eld- 
erly operators, of unspeakable 
integrity, tend: these “machines 
and greet the visitor with grave 
incorruptible smiles. The crush- 
ed rock arrives down a chute 
and is poured over a sloping 
table lined with petroleum jelly; 
and if you watch this operation 
very .closely, and scrupulously 
obey the instructions of the ma- 
chineman, you may see a petit- 
point of tiny speckles ornament- 
ing the surface of the grease. 
The muck runs. away out of 
sight, to be returned to the 
earth again: but the diamonds, 
those unshakable cores of bril- 
liance, embed themselves in the 
vaseline like oysters, and sparkle 
away merrily when the operator, 
seizing a trowel, scrapes the 
grease from his table and de- 
posits it in a nearby pot. 

So they get their diamonds. 
The grease is boiled away and 
next door four men and a girl, 
in clinical white coats, pick up 
the gems in frying-pans and sort 
them on a table. There are 
greenish diamonds and yellow 
ones, brown and white and an 
occasional heavenly blue: there 
are «little flaky unpretentious 
diartonds, and diamonds that 
seem to have been chipped with 
a penknife, and diamonds of ulti- 
mate perfection of symmetry. 

They examine these treasures 
with their eye-glasses, and they 
sort them by shape and colour: 
but at the end of the day, for all 
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ing and the greasing and the 
boiling and the sorting, only two 
little piles of stones, like magical 
molehills, lie on that table com- 
placently.—From “South African 
Winter.” by James Morris.

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Championship 

Jimmy Wilde, first flyweight 
champion of the world and, 
pound for pound, possibly the 
greatest fighter who has ever 
lived, was knocked out only once. 
in his career of over six hun- 
dred fights. It was the occasion 
when he lost his title, in June, 
1923, but although the story of 
the fight is senational enough, 
the story beind it is even more 
dramatic. 

The little Welshman had vir- 
tually retired as no challengers 
had come along and,.in fact, he 
had not fought for a couple of 
years when, out of the blue, an 
American promoter asked him 


4 to go to New York to defend his 


crown against Pancho Villa, a 
Filipino whe had just won the 
.American flyweight title. 
Jimmy was .not keen, and 
when the prémoter asked him to 
name his own terms he thought 
he had effectively crushed the 
idea by demanding £13,000 plus 
expenses a fantastic sum_ in 
those days. But the bluff was 
talled, and after four months’ 


strenuous preparation Wilde 
stepped into the ring in the 
steamy atmosphere of New 


York’s Polo Grounds. 


To the crowd he still looked 
the same old Jimmy Wilde, a 
frail little figure whose skinny 
arms seemed packed with dyna- 
mite. Though old for a boxer (he 
was thirty-one) he appeared as 
perfectly trained as always. 

None of the crowd knew that 
for the first time in his life 
Jimmy Wilde was going into a 
fight lacking confidence in him- 
self. Only he, his manager and 
Mrs. Wilde, who was at the ring- 
side, shdred the secret that he 
had lost the miraculous timing 
that had made him so success- 
ful. i 


In training he had discovered 
that no longer was his brain 
working at its usual lightning 
speed. Even worse, he was not 
connecting préperly when prac- 
lising on the punchball—tell-tale 
evidence that his punching had 
lost its snap. | : 


It} took Villa just three min- 
utes to realize this. Several times 
dn that first round Wilde hit 
him, but failed to inflict’ any 
damage.

his veteran opponent no rest. 
For practical purposes the 
fight ended in the second round.

Wilde because his fighting heart 
refused to acknowledge that he 
was up against a better man, 
Villa because he was not re- 
ceiving ‘the usual punishment 
suffered by the Welshman’s op- 


ponents. . ! 
In the third round the ring- 
wise veteran might have pro- 


duced a surprise.” But he never 
had the chance. As the bell 
sounded the end of the second 
round ‘and Wilde turned to go 
back to his corner, Villa swung 
a terrific punch that landed just 
below the Jeft ear 

There was no doubt that it 
wae-a foul blow, delivered after 
the bell: had sounded. Yet the 
referee took no action, probably 
because Wilde showed no re- 
seniment or Visible effect. What 
no one realized was that the 
punch had sent Wilde into a 
trance» Years Jater he said that 
hie corner suddenly seemed a4 
long way off and his seconds like 
figures in a dream.

Four months 
passed before the doctors con- 
sidered him fit enough to travel 
home. He was still broken in 
mind and body, but they thought 
time and his native air might 
effect a partial cure. 

The ship was well ut in the 
Atlantic when Mrs. Wilde found 
her husband, whom she had left 
sitting in a chair, standing be- 
side“ her. Grasping her hand, he 
said softly: “You’re not my 
nurse. You're Elizabeth Ann, my 
wife.” 

‘After four months, Jimmy 
Wilde had spoken his wife's 
name. Recovery was quick and 
complete,

dressed man” in the waxworks. 

Someone, likewise, should tell

saud’s the brush-off. The Tus- 


saud people are hopping mad 
because’ Herter has turned down 
their request to do him in wax. 

Pope John XXIII, Queen Eli- 
zabeth II, President Eisenhower 
and Sir Winston Churchill ap- 
parently have no objection to 
being exhibited as wax dummies 
at the world famous wax em- 
porium which is now celebrat- 
ing its 157th year. 

You can learn a lot of curious 
facts at Tussaud’s: that Danny 
Kaye is régarded as something 
of an anatomical freak, that 
Marie Antoinette had a 42-inch 
bust measurement, that General 


Franco is a half inch shorter 
than Napoleon. 
The waxworks has remained 


in the Tussaud family ever since 
it was founded in London in 
1802. It is now run by Bernard 
Tussaud, the great-great-grand- 
son of the original Madame Tus- 
saud. 


Tussaud’s uses only human 
hair for its wax models, and 
this, in turn, comes from con- 


vents in Italy where the nuns 
have their heads shorn just be- 
fore taking the veil. 

Blondes are the hardest to 
match, accordin, to Vera Bland, 
the Tussaud beautician who does 
the hair insertions. “Maybe it’s 
because blondes don’t enter con- 
she explained. 

Next)to the hair, the eyes are 
most difficult to match. Tus- 
saud’s has the eyes of its models 


made specially by a London 
manufacturer of surgical glass 
eves. ’ 

Stanley Wismark, who is 


known at Tussaud’; as the “body 
builder,” was in a tizzy because 
he had just:b en commissioned 
to do a plaster body of King 
Olai of Norway.

Knock-Out Punch 
For Rabbits 


New Zealand is winning her 
war against wild rabbits, “but 
without help of myxomatosis, 
Every attempt to introduce this 
disease has failed. Scientists at- 
tribute it to the absence of a 
suitable carrier, such as. the 
European rabbit flea, which 
spreads the disease naturally in 
Britain and Europe. 

Says Mr. C. F. Skinner, New 
Zealand’s Minister of Agricul- 
ture: “The total acreage in New 
Zealand carrying a heavy or 
medium population of rabbits is 
now less than a quarter of what 
it was eleven years ago.” 

War against the rabbit is rag- 
ing over a 2,000-mile front, en- 
compassing 34 million acres. No 
more than five million acres re- 
main to be brought under con- 
trol. 

Farmers reap bumper rewards 
because of these clearance 
schemes. In the Bay of Plenty, 
for instance, rabbits caused 
severe and costly ‘coastal erosion 
besides denuding the pastures. 
Often 100 rabbits were seen 
cropping in a small space, But 
now the furry hordes have van- 
ished, 

New Zealand's Rabbit Destruc- 
tion Council is working towards 
complete elimination of the wild 
rabbit. In 1956 the Gevernment 
passed the Rabbit Amendment 
Act, which prohibited the export 
from New Zealand of rabbit 
skins and carcases and barred 
their sale inside the country. 

In, their all-out rabbit offen- 
sive New Zealand’s pest con- 
trolleds are making good use of 
aircraft. Over the past three 
years their ‘planes have dropped 
an average of 4,500 tons of poison 
bait a ‘year. 

Rabbits are also killed by 
furnigation and mass attacks are 
made on their burrows and 
covers Trapping, shooting and 
the use of dogs play only.a minor

Old And New 


It is curious that the original 
Seven Wonders did not include 
a bridge, for bridges are among 
the most splendid material ach- 
ievements of mankind. Flung 
across rivers or gorges, they are 
an affirmation of man’s victory 
over natural obstacles; building 
them often calls for the highest 
qualities of skill, daring, endur- 
ance and resource; and. they are 
usually beautiful. My second 
self-chosen wonder ‘will there- 
fore be a great bridge. 

The Golden Gate Suspension 
Bridge is a mile-long’ platform, 
ninety feet wide, hanging from 
graceful loops of steel, slung 
high across the blue water at the 
entrance to San Francisco har- 
bor. The towers which support 
the giant cables rise from the 
sea ‘to a height of 746 feet, more 
than half the height of the Em- 
pire State building. Of all the 
material. creations of twentieth- 
century man, the Golden Gate 
Bridge is one of the loveliest, fit 
to stand beside the ancient Won- 
ders. . 

But before we look at it we 
should also consider its prede- 
cessors, for from the day when 
some primitive man threw a log 
across a stream, bridges have 
helped mankind along the path 
from barbarism to civilization. 
They have admitted peoples to 
territories hitherto inaccessible; 
They have opened up trade 
routes. Their existence, or the 
lack of them, has meant the dif- 
ference between defeat or vic- 
tory in war. One recalls Caesar’s 
bridge across the Rhine; or that 
more wonderful structure, built 
by the Egyptian engineers of 
Xerxes, which the Persian arm- 
ies crossed from Asia into Eur- 
ope; the bridge across the Hel- 
lespont dehcribed by Herodotus, 

Across that bridge marched an 
army of nearly two million men, 
for seven continuous days and 
nights without a break, Modern 


’ man, admiring the Sydney Har- 


bour Bridge, or the Golden Gate, 
would do well to remember that 
earlier structure, built by Egyp- 
tian engineers more than two 
thousand years ago. 

Even today there survive 
bridges built nearly twenty cen- 
turies ago, still in use and carry- 
ing their full load of traffic. In 
Rome, a bridge built by Lucius 
Fabricius, Cemmissioner of 
Roads in 62 B.C., still stands al- 
most intact. Known as the Quat- 
tro Capri, it has two main arches 
and links the island of Aescula- 
pius to the left bank of the river. 
. . . But perhaps the most im-

of the Tagus, in Portugal, built 
by Caius Julius Lacer for the 


Emperor Trajan nearly two 
thousand years ago. . 
Lacer’s bridge straddies a 


rocky canyoj, with the river Ta- 
gus running beneath one of the 
two centre arches, each Spanning 
98 feet. Even the mountainous 
landscape .cannot dwarf these 
mighty arches, separated by 
granite piers 30 feet square, built 
on the solid rock and support- 
ing a bridge which stands near- 
ly 170 feet above the river bed 
— higher than the Forth railway 
bridge in Scotland. Such is the 
precision of its building that no 
mortar was needed to cément 
the huge voussoirs, though when 
the bridge was repaired in fair- 
ly recent times, the restorers had 
to point the joints. How the Ro- 
mans built it is still a mystery.

For the first time since the 
Grocers’ Company was founded 
in the year 1128, a daughter of 
the company’s master has been 
married from Grocers’ Hall, in 
London, England. 


Mr. John Hale is the present 
master, and his daugter Susan 
recently received, with her hus- 
band, the traditional gift of a 
hundred-weight of fine sugar 
following their reception in Gro 
cers’ Hall. 

The Grocers’ Company started 
as the quaintly named Pep- 
perers Guild. The minutes of the 
first meetings were written on 
the skin pages of an old black 
book that was fitted with a lock. 
It was agreed that no one 
should be admitted.to the fra- 
ternity “unless he be of good 
condition,” paid an initiation fee 
and kissed his fellow members 
all round. 


The company’s records show 
heavy fines and imprisonment 
for unjust weights in those far- 
off days. A notorious offender of 
the Grocers’ Company was dealt 
with drastically for selling “vari- 
ous powders made of roots of 
rape and radish in a putrefied 
and unwholesome state.” 

He was made to stand in a 
pillory in the City from eleven 
to twelve noon for three days 
in succession. “To make the 
punishment fit the crime,” we 
told, “his false powders 
were burnt under his nose.”

“Let's have a bit less shout- 
ing about your Sputniks and 
Luniks and a bit more about 
what we insects can do!” 

And butterflies certainly can 
do remarkable things. 

One day a naturalist aboard a 
British ship in mid-Atlantic was 
astonished to. see a low-fiying 
swarm of butterflies. The ‘near- 
est land was more than a thous- 


and miles away! The naturalist - 


identified the butterflies as Paint- 
ed Ladies, a red-brown spects 
with beautiful wing markings. 

Hitherto it had been suppoed 
that butterflies and other small, 
winged insects were capable of 
only short range flights. But now 
the sight of these lovely Painted 
Ladies rang a bell in the natural- 
ist's mind. ° 

More than a hundred years 


before, aboard the famous little 


ship, Beagle, the great Charles 
Darwin had reported a similar 
experience. The naturalist had 
with him Darwin's Journal of 
that voyage of scientific discov- 
ery, so he looked up the rec- 


{ord to refresh his memory. 


) It was on a very hot day in 
December, 1882, while the Beagle 
‘was steaming off the coast of 
Argentine, that her master, Cap- 
tain Fitzroy, drew Darwin's at- 
tention to a mass of butterflies, 
like a snowstorm, coming over 
the ocean from the north-west. 
Darwin looked through his 
telescope. “They are South Ame- 
‘rlean Clouded Yellows,” he said, 
and he later recorded this 


“\’ strange sight in his Journal. 


The observer of the Painted 


_ Iadies was intrigued by a num- 
ber of challenging questions; 


How could such fragile insects 
eontinue a mass flight across the 
Atlantic, without any “airports”

for “refuelling” and rest? Know- 


ing that the maximum speed of 


a butterfly in flight was less than 
six miles an hour, the natural- 
ist calculated that this flight of 
Painted Ladies had been continu- 


ously on the wing for nearly a 


week! 

This reckoning took no account 
‘of air currents, but at the time 
the naturalist saw them the tiny 
aeronauts were battling into a 
head wind! 


Why. did they make this tre- 
mendously arduous flight? Where 
had they come from and where 
were they heading? How did 
they find their way? 

A contribution towards ans- 

wers to these questions has now 
been made, mainly due to the 
brilliant work of one naturalist, 
Dr, C. B. Williams, F.R.S. 
_ A space rocket taken apart 
reveals a complicated assembly 
of scientific apparatus. Take a 
butterfly apart and there is very 
little to be seen. 

Yet the butterfly performs 
long-distance flights as wonder- 
ful, by comparison, as those of 
Man's space rockets. 

When tterflies make long- 
distance hts over land, they 
keep going by feeding on the 
.nectar of flowers. How do they 
manage for vast flights over 
séas” 

The answer is that they draw 
their energy from fat reserves 
which often amount to as much 
as sixty per cent of the total 
weight of their(tiny “fuselages.” 

Birds, bats, locusts, butterflies, 
and even smaller flying insects 
have “compasses” built into their 
bodies. When butterflies set out 
on a great. migratory flight, they 
follow a compass course During 
the day they steer by the sun; at 
night, by the stars. : 

When a high house, a hill or a 
mountain, block their course, 
they either die attempting to sur- 
mount the obstacle, or fly around 
it and resume their course. 

This directional sense is also 
possessed by fish — the salmon, 
for ample, can find its way 
back* from the open sea to the 
river where it was spawned. 

Go into any airways booking 
office and you will see on the 
wall charts of the many air routes 
in operation every day. Butter- 
fiies have time-tables and charted 
routes which are just as precise 
as anything man has devised for 
his jet airliners... By means of 
mass observation it has now been 
established that the long-distance 
migratory flights of butterflies 
and some other insects follow a 
tight seasonal time-table. 

It has also been established 
that the same routes are used 
year after year, though many of 
the species using them have a 
one-year life-cycle. 

Painted Ladies, for example, 
always take off from the Equator 
in the spring, returning in the 
autumn. Swarms have been ob- 
served extending over a hun- 
dred mile front and numbering 
hundreds of millions of individ- 
uals. 

The casualty rate on these 
great flights is enormous, Butter- 
flies have many enemies, chief 
among which are starlings and 
tits. Sometimes large armies of 
dragonflies pursue the butterfly 
convoy and attack it savagely 
from the rear, causing heavy 
casualties. 

But however heavy the casual- 
ties, the numbers are far too 
huge for there to be any danger 
of the species becoming extinct. 
One swarm observed by a noted 
Californian naturalist was estim- 
ated to number a thousand mil- 
lion individuals. 

In Java, when the people see 
the annual swarms Of butterflies 
overhead, they watch them in 
revential awe. Well over a hun 
dred years ago, the great vol- 
cano Krakatoa erupted, causing 
great damage and many deaths, 
and the Javanese. believe that 
the migratory butterflies possess 
the souls of the victims of that 
great disaster.

Only seven Ottawa trees fell 


victim to the deadly Dutch elm _ 


disease this year, the Plant Pro- 
tection Division, Canada Depart- 
ment of Agriculture reports. 
Samples from 32 trees were 
tested. 

This bears out the theory that 
the most effective method of re- 
tarding Dutch elm disease in a 
locality where it has a foothold 
is by tree sanitation and proviipt 
removal of infected trees.

It was first discovered in Ot- 
tawa in 1948. The tree in ques- 
tion was quickly removed. 

The Plant Protection Division, 
the National Capital Commis- 
sion and the Ottawa Department 
of Recreation and Parks have 
collaborated in collecting sam- 
ples from symptomatic trees and 
submitting them to culturing la- 
boratories, 

A few infected trees have 
been found annually since 1950 
and have been promptly elimin- 
ated. These included trees on 
private property.

There have been 57 trees lost 
in Ottawa: one in 1948; three in 
1950; 13 in 1951; seven in 1952; 
four in 1953; two in 1954; four in 
1955; two in 56; nine in 1957; 
five in 1958; and seven this year,

“The small number of infect- 
ed trees found 11 years after 
the first discovery indicates the 
program has been effective in 
retarding spread in the city,” a 
Plant Protection Division spokes- 
man commented. 

“This is in sharp contrast with 
other ‘eastern Canada munici- 
palities where the policy of im- 
mediate removal was not carried 
out and where a large propor- 
tion of the shade elms have suc- 
cumbed to the disease.”

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Gypsy moth infestations have 


been uncovered -in southern 
Quebec and contro] measures 
are under study by federal 


authorities. This is the third 
time in 35 years that an out- 
break of this pest has been re- 
ported in Canada. 

Assiduous precautions paid off 
in the early discovery of this 
latest outbreak. For five years, 
a constant vigil has ‘been kept 


on border areas that, seemed 
likely targets of the gypsy moth 
from the eastern United States. 

L. L. Reed, who directs sur- 
vey work for the Canada De- 
partment of Agriculture, ex:

the trees on which the larvae 


had fed.

Mr. Reed said the first gypsy 
moths were brought from Eur- 
ope to Massachusetts by a 
French scientists for experimen- 
tal purposes, ~ 

Some of the moths escaped 
and although the authorities 
were informed, they were un- 
impressed. To them, the moth 
was “just another bug.” A few 
years later, the pest began leay- 
ing its trade mark in the shape 
of defoliated and “dying trees 
over hundreds of acres. A con- 
centrated effort brought the 
outbreak under control, but lax- 
ity subsequently allowed the 
gypsy moth to flourish again.

He invented 1 That 
Quonset Hut 


Any service man who ‘ever 
lived in a Quonset hut owes a 
debt of gratitude — or ingrati- 
tude, as the case may be — to 
Carl Strand. Anyone who has 
enjoyed the convenience of 
overhead steel garage doors also 
can thank Strand.-A quick-talk- 
ing onetime Sunday-school tea- 
cher, Strand had a hand in de- 
veloping both of them. And last 
month, an energetic 77 and a 
longtime millionaire, Strand: was 
barking up a new business tree: 
Prefabricated doghouses. The 
“palaces” will be sold in super- 
markets for $15.95 each and, 
Strand houes, will eventually 
shelter 70 per cent of America’s 
26 million dogs. Strand doesn’t 
think dogs need fancy. kennels, 
But he asks rhetorically: “Do 
they need expensive coats, 
rhinestone collars, or all that 
costly dog food? They used to 
eat scraps.” 

Best known for his overhead 
steel doors and as. founder of 
Stran-Steel (now part of Na- 
tional Steel Corp.), the husky 
septuagenarian isn’t entirely 
new to the specialized housing 
field. His all-steel house won 
first prize at the 1934 Chicago 
World’s Fair, and he was called 
upon to design the end sec- 
tions and window frames of the 
famous Quonset hut. 

One project at a time is 
enough for most men of any 
age, but it isn’t for Strand. Un- 
der development in what used to 
be a stable on his suburban De- 
troit estate: A “kitty palace” for 
cats, a prefabricated air-vent 
cupola for ranchstyle houses, a 
plastic-coated windowsill cover, 
and a weatherproof, plastic im- 
pregnated wood-fiber. door.

On 
his third missionary journey, 
Paul came to Ephesus again. He 
asked the disciples, “Have ye re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost since ye 
believed?” They had received 
John’s baptism to repentance, 
As Paul prayed for them they 
were baptized by the Holy 
Ghost. Paul continued there for 
about three years preaching the

Come to think of it, was there 
ever a time like last week for 
bad weather? Not just locally 
but in practically all parts of 
the world — on land, on sea, in 
Europe, Asia, many parts of the 
U.S.A. and right across Canada. 
Naturally, as always happens, 
we are more concerned with 
districts that we know and are 
nearer to home. We were parti- 
cularly concerned about friends 
in Dufferin County: We still 
don't know how they fared as 
we haven't been able to get 
through by telephone. One 
couple in their sixties.is farm- 
ing and depend entirely on hy- 
dro for pumping water to the 
barn — and of course for light. 
They do have fuel burning stoves 
#0 at least they would be warm, 
The other couple is retired and 
elderly, have a lovely country 
home in an isolated district with 
never a neighbour in sight. An 
ideal spot in summer, but in 
... ye gods! The thought 


blood run cold. 

As I say we did not run into 
too much trouble, around here — 
except for icy roads and walks. 


Tuesday night \was the worst, 
freezing rain coated wires and 
trees making us wonder how 
long before the hydro gave up 


Friday morning 1t 
started to snow and we felt the 
worst was over. We breathed a 
sigh of relief and a prayer of 
thankfulness. I. didn’t get out 


to do any shopping; our local 


WI. meeting was cancelled and 
our television refused to fune- 
tion but of course they were 
mere details, Partner kept him- 
self busy opening ditches, shovel- 
ling snow, chopping ice, sprink- 


ling salt and watering ice-coated, 
bent-over trees — weeping bitch, 
It was just an experiment but 
it worked. In a little while the 
trees were back to normal. 

The ice-storm led me to think 
of farm homes particularly 
houses where old-fashioned kit- 
chens have been re-modelled 
and there have becn many such 


@uring the last decade. Kitchens 
where a modern electric stove 


. has been installed, and the old

cookstove thrown out! How fool- 
ish can we. get? Remember 
how. a few chunks of dry maple 
would have the stove-top red hot 
in a matter of minutes? On the 
farm we had a modern electric 
stove too — but-we hung on to 
our. old stove like grim death.

Everybody Loves 


Those Penguins 


The face of Antartica is ice 
and snow, but its personality is 
a penguim 

I was a week in Antarctica 
before 1 saw my first Adélie 
penguin. It was up on the rook- 
ery at Cape Royds, where half 
a century ago a great man, Sir 
rnest Shackleton, built a hut and 
challenged a continent. 

But even the hut, an appeal- 
ing remnant of an heroic age, 
could not detain me from my 
long-awaited visit to the Adélies. 
I couldn't wait to get to the 
rookery. 

The Adélies, with the shoe- 
button eyes and the comical lit. 
tle waddle, present the warmest 
and gayest aspect of an other- 
wise cold and saturnine land. As 
one writer once wrote, they are 
the “little people of the Antars- 
tic world.” 

There are two Antarcticists 
among the world’s penguins — 
tre Adélie and the Emperor. 
Shorter by. half than the three- 
foot-tall Emperor, the Adélie is 
the clown of the continent. 
Named for Mme Adélie D’Ur- 
ville, wife of an early French 
Antarctic explorer, he is not half 
so dignified in bearing and be- 
havior as the Emperor. 

Early in the Antarctic sum- 
mer, about mid-October, tre 
Adélie comes waddling — thou- 
sands of them — over the ice 
from the opén sea in a noisy 
return to their ancestral rook- 
ery. s 

Then the great business of 
Adélie life — mating, stealing 
pebbles, building nests, and 
raising chicks—commences. This 
performance, often slapstick, has 
amusing and fascinated men 
since the days of D'Urville in 
tre 1840's. 


The Adélie nuptial rites are 


filled with throaty chants, piere- 
ing cries, and weavings and 
bobbings to and fro. During the 
courting the Adélie stand with 
their beaks jutting straight to 
the sky, their bodies stretched, 
and their little flippers extended 
and flapping slowly in the cold 
Antarctic air. 

Adélies even have 
themselves telling male” from 
female. But when a male finally 
gets things figured out he courts 
the fair maid with pebbles and 
stones, acquired in the most 
illegal manner, He steals them, 
writes John ©. Waugh in the 
Christian Science Monitor. 

He goes out and grabs them 
from an unwary penguin and 
plops them in his own nest. As 
soon as his back is turned an- 
other bird steals them from him. 

When the maid is won, the 
nest built, the eggs laid, and -the 
frantic thievery abates, one of 
each penguin pair heads for the 
open sea, leaving its mate to 
look out for things at the rook- 
ery. The remaining mate will sit 
on the eggs, or, in fact, anything 
else that is handy. 

During the entire courtship 
periods, which lasts a matter of 
weeks, neither mate has had a 
thing to eat. For about a fort- 
night the absent Adélie eats his 
or her fill and waddles back fat 
and shiny to relieve the hungry 
mate. 

We stood on the rookery and 
watched the Adélies returning. 
The open water lay about 20 
miles across the ice from Cape 
Royds. In bunches as far as our 
eyes could sée the Adélies were 
waddling hurriedly and happily 
home, 

The two mates alternate in 
this strange shuttle system from 
rookery to open water. But be- 
fore the summer is over the ice 
in the Sound ‘breaks and drifts

trouble . 


out to sea and the penguins need 
not travel so far. Much of the 
food they eat is later regurgl- 
tated and fed to the penguin 
chicks. 

Often some lurking skua gull, 
the scavenger of the Antarcitie, 
dives in upon an untended nest 
and whisks egg or chick away. 
Heartrending indeed is the sight 
of a pair of penguins bereft of 
egg, staring down pitifully, un- 
believingly into an empty nest 
filled only with pebbies. 

To the Adélies, the human ‘in- 
truder is a source of great curi- 
osity and bother. While sitting 
on his nest he will squawk 
ominously and peck at any pass- 
ing boot. Some, out of sorts, will 
stand beak to shin-bone with the 
trespasser and flail away comi- 
cally and fearlessly with flipper- 
like wings. 

The Adélie is a funny little 
fellow, a plucky little gentleman, 
albeit a thief. And everybody 
loves him. He gives character 
to a continent.

Slot Machines 


Among the busiest slot mach- 
ines in the land last month were 
the ones which dispensed flight 
insurance in air. terminals. One 


sengers took out policies and that 
about one-third of them fed

Not many trip policies are ever 
eashed in, even though insurance 
eompanies estimate that crashes 
aince November may cost them 
$10 million in claims. For a single 
quarter, a traveler gets $6,250 
worth of protection during his 
trip. For ten quarters he can buy 
$62,500. But if he does business 
at the insurance sales counter, 
he can take out trip policies 
worth about $285,000. That’s the 


amount Julian H. Frank pur- 


chased before he and 33 others 
were killed in an airliner Jan. 6. 
Frank also held a $500,000 life- 
insurance policy, but neither of 
them will pay off if it can be 
proved that he‘caused the crash 


by exploding a bomb. Most poli-. 


cies carry a clause making them 
invalid if the holder kills him- 
self within two years of the date 
he takes it out. The U.S, Congress 
may consider taking action to 
prohibit heirs of suicides in a 
sabotaged plane -from collecting 
on any: policy. 

These suspicions about Frank, 
coupled with a second alleged air 
sabotage-insurance plot involv- 
ing an ex-convict, also led to sug- 
gestions that the slot machines 
be ‘banned. Insurance experts 
doubt that such a step will be 
taken. For one thing, banning the 
machines would inconvenience 
the many passengers who make 
last-minute decisions to buy in- 
@urance policies. For another, a 
mad would-be~ bomber could al- 
ways buy insurance at.a counter.

chalices when the sun shines, 
and ingratiating scents steal up 
from the crocus cups, coaxing 
the bees to visit. The flowers 
are worth growing for the bees 
alone. 

We are proud of our crocus 
lawns in the town of Ayr, and 
since the removal of tall, iron 
garden railings these floral car- 
pets of blue and yellow are 
seen to advantage by, pedes- 
trians. One garden I used to 
know had its crocus carpet em- 
bellished. with floral letters 
forming the words. “Flowers that 
bloom in’spring.” 

Another garden in the same 
town still has its outstanding 
lawn planted with crocuses. The 
flowers are packed as closely as 
daisies in a meadow, increasing 
every year. The owner informs 
me: “Nobody knows who. first 
planted te but we do know 
they have been there for one 
and a half centuries. No new 
ones have been added, nor large 
clumps. divided.” 

‘By March crocuses are at the 
peak of their bloom in my home 
town, And that is the time when 
our letting season begins, with 
everyone galvanized into sudden 
preparation for those who will 
be our house-tenants for sev- 
eral months of the year. Fresh 
curtains are hung on the win- 
dows, fresh paint put on front 
doors and garden gates. But 
more attractive than the paint 
or curtains, to those in search 
of a house to let, is the sight of 
thousands of crocuses in the lit- 


tle frontygardens. They are irre- . 


sistible to people who live in 
the city, writes Marion Hender- 
son in. the Christian Science 
Monitor. 

While they are common to 
almost every British garden and 


groW in most parts of the world, ) 


the history of the crocus ‘re- 
mains obscure. It is thought that 
a pilgrim of the 12th century 
introduced the plant to Eng- 
land, secretary in the hollow of 
his staff a few corms picked up 
in Syria. Those corms took to 
British soil and were known as 
those of Crocus sativus, the 
autumin crocus, which proved a 
valuable source of saffron for 
more than 500 years in Britain. 

The flower of the autumn cro- 
cus blooms in September, rising 
out of the ground bare of leaves 
Frem the strong, yellow stigma 
was derived the saffron that gave 
its name to the smal! Sussex 
town of Saffron-Walden where 
the industry prospéred until the 
introduction of synthetic dves 
over a century past. 


One of the most remarkable . 


aspects of this industry was the 
fact that it took no fewer than 
4,000 crocus stigmas to produce 
a single ounce of saffron. The 
price of the product was always 
high, for saffron was thought 
to be a valuable medicine as well 
as being used to color cakes and 
meat in England. 

Up to the end of the last cen- 
tury the Irish used saffron to 
dye their linen, and in the Scot- 
tish Highlands it dyed the cur- 
tains of large and small houses 
until Victoria’s reign ended. 

The autumn crocus, thoigh no 
longer used for manufacture of 
any kind, appears as an orna- 
mental grader plant, seeming to 
bring back the spring when it 
blooms in September. It lacks 
the joyous look of the spring 
crocus and has nothing like its 
prodigal bloom. Spring’s hap- 
piest flower “children” are the 
first crocuses. They recall the 
advice a Chinese writer gave 
his people: “Take time to look 


your fill on the Spring flowers. 


..» the sight of them renews the 
» spirit of man and woman.”

eolid walnut dining-table had 
been used for troning the fam- 
ily wash, As a. result the marks 
of an overheated iron are burnt 
right into the table-top. Isn’t it 
dreadful how little respect is 
often shown for old buildings, 
trees and pioneer relics of all 
kinds? In some districts historti- 
eal societies are doing their best 
to revive interest in, and appre- 


ciation of, historical landmatks 


but alas, in many cases it is 
already too late. So much has 
been lost. In the Old Country 
everything possible is done to 
preserve historic sites but in 
Canada all too often trees and 
old buildings are doomed for 
destruction by powerful, relent- 
less bulldozers. , 


How does this wholesale des- 
truction come about? I know 
one way. For some years now 
property owners have been ap- 
proached: by real estate brokers 
or representatives. of a> land- 
deal syndicate and a tempting 
price offered for farm or small 
holding. The business is done 
through lawyers, the identity of 
the actual purchaser remains ob- 
secure. The owner feels he cannot 
afford to turn down a good offer 
so in due time the deal is closed. 
Later the former owner feels 
terribly upset to see his old 
house in ruins and his once 
carefully tended fields over-run 
with weeds. But he has burnt 
his bridges and no amount of 
regret can replace them, Finan- 
cially he has made a good deal 
and he has to face the fact that 
you can’t eat your cake and have 
it too.

Russian Style 


If someone in Moscow wants 
to buy a Moskvitch, Russia's 
“economy” car, he coughs up 
25,000 rubles ($6,500 at the offi- 
cial rate of exchange, $2,500 at 
the more realistic tourist rate) 
and puts his name on the wait- 
ing list. Two years later, if he's 
still around, he gets it. In less 
than 30. days, however, Joe 
Smith, American,.will be able to 
get the same car for only $1,500 
-- and it’s quite possible -he 
won't have to wait at all. The 
difference, apart from ideologies, 
is soft-spoken, persistent Robert 
Castle, 31, of Herkimer, N.Y. 


Castle, a prosperous auto deal- 
er (Ford, Renault, Fiat — about 
2,500 sales a year) with real- 
estate and financing interests in 
Herkimer and nearby Syracuse, 


‘trekked to the Soviet Exhibition 


in New York one day last sum- 
mer along with some 40,000 tour- 
ists. Castle had heard of the 
Moskvitch (literally, “Moscow 
resident”) —- a four-seat, four- 
door, four-cylinder car with e 
45 hp. engine — and there he 
saw it. He liked it, wanted to 
sell it, and immediately opened 
negotiations with the Amtorg 
Trading Corp., official Soviet 
trading organization in the U.S. 

A ‘lew weeks ago in Moscow, 
Castle signed a contract giving 
him an exclusive -franchise to 
distribute 10,000 Moskvitch cars 
in the U.S, in the next two years. 
Castle said the first of the little 
Moskvitches would starg arriv- 
ing around the end of April at 
the rate of 500-a-month (sedan 
and station-wagon models) with 
sufficient parts to service them. 
He added that he Mad inspected 
Russia’s Moskvitch production 
facilities, and had been assured 
the Soviets could ship him all 
the cars he could sell. 


Was Detroit quivering at the 
unexpected competition? Not at 
all. “Who'd buy them?” snorted 
one U.S. automan, “Just some 
crackpots’ who'd like to say. they 
own a Russian car.” Castle was 
undaunted. By the end of the 
week, he claimed he had already 
received more than 50 inquiries 
from aspiring Moskvitch dealers 
from coast to. coast.

to go anywhere.”

Binoculars 
For The Sportsman 
: What almost all sportsmen 


want in their glasses is resolving 
power, which may be roughly 
defined as the ability to focus 
en details to identify a species, 
judge the size of a head, or to 
distinguish animals’ tracks 

For general purpose, I use a 
7 x 35 binocular because of its 
light weight and size. It answers 
for about 90 per cent of my ob- 
servations perfectly, but it is not 
sure for the identification of 
#mall birds beyond 75 yards, nor 
will it surely tell a buck from a 
doe at 400 yards. 

So, I often carry a 12 x 60 
monocular in my rucksack, for 
long distance only. Yet it costs, 
weighs, and bulks less than my 
7x35 glasses. It might pay the 
hunter of sheep and goats exclu- 
sively to select just one high- 
power glass, such as a “10x50, 
provided its bulk and weight 
were not too much for continual 
earrying. But my combination 
suits me perfectly. 

Almost all of the best.binocu- 
lars offered since World War II 
have the lenses coated with mag- 
nesium. fuoride. J refer to the 
eoating of all the surfaces of all 
lenses and prisms; not only the 
two exterior lenses. Such coat- 
ing is always an advantage. It 
transmits a little more light, thus 
slightly increasing resolving 
power. To a very large extent, 
it eliminates glare, or dazzle, 
when observing toward the sun, 
particularly i#f sunlight touches 
the objective lens. 

Coated lenses give a better 
rendition of colour. But it is not 
an absolute necessity, and one 


‘gan sometimes pick up a pair of 


older best-make glasses at a re- 
duced price which, for most 
practical purposes, are as good 
as the coated ones. 

Field of view is the diameter 
of the circular view seen 
through the binocular, and it is 
expressed in so many feet at 
1,000 yards. It depends largely 
on the magnification, a low-pow- 
er glass having a much wider 
field than one of higher magni- 
fication. A 7x35 typical binocular 
will have a fieldsof about 375 
feet at 1,000 yards. Wide field 
of view is a necessity with 
glasses to be used for watching 
athletic events in order to keep 
the objects or contestants con- 
atantly in view. Glasses used for 
such purposes should have a 
field of not less than 300 feet. 
It ‘is not so necessary for long- 
range hunting, where a field as 
small as 200 feet is not objec- 
tionable. 


Most binoculars can be had 
with either central focusing or 
with individual focusing. With 
the former, the two telescopes 
are. focused for distance simul- 
taneously by means of a focusing 
wheel that lies between the 
two. With the individua)] focus- 
ing glasses, each telescope must 
be focused individually by turn- 
ing the eye lens of the telescope. 

Thus with the central focus, 
you can focus the entire instru- 
ment instantly while it is held 
at the eyes. With the independ- 
ent. focusing glasses, you must 
take the glasses away from your 
eyes and turn each eyepiece to 
the proper adjustment on the 
scale engraved on the eyepiece. 

It is true that you can focus 
each telescope of the latter type 
for a universal focus of over 100 
yards, and then while observi 
at that or greater distances the 
glasses will be in correct focus 
and will not need to be changed. 
Also, it is claimed that the in- 
dividual! focusing glasses are 
more dust and waterproof, but I

When observation is to be con- 
fined almost exclusively to a 
considerable distance, as in 
mountain hunting, probably the 
individual focusing glasses are 
slightly superior, and certainly 
they are slightly cheaper. 

But for observation at short 
distance, particularly for bird 
study, or for woods hunting, 
where you may have to change 
the range of your observing of- 
ten, the central focus glasses are 
much better,’ for they can be 
focused instantly while continu- 
ally observing the subject. 

Regardless of the glasses used, 
sportsmen wish to observe very 
critically, and for this reason 
any binocular must be held 
steadily. A good way is to sit 
down and rest the elbows on the 
knees, or something solid such 
as the limb of a tree, a rock, or 
a tree stump.
